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OrtiGiN and History ok Kissing — A writer 
in the Home Journnl devotes the first of a se- 
ries of essays to this subject, which has quite 
a pleasant smaek to it. 

Seal the bargain with a holy kiss. S - ' , i \ 

There are few ac's of more diversified and 
contrasted significance than that of kissing. 
It denotes as well the tenderest affection as the 
most profound reverence. If its origin were 
Sought, it might be found in the foniling and 
caressing which a mother expresses for her 
baoe. Hut there are other theories of learned 
men, connected with the early portion of the 
subject, which cannot be overlooked. "Orig- 
inally a kiss had a symbolical character; and 
though this import may now be lost sight of, 
yet it must be recognized the moment we at- 
tempt its investigation. Deeds speak ho less 
(far more) forcibly than words, and in the 
primitive period of society, actions' formed a 
large portion of the means of intercommuni- 
cation between mankind, because the machin- 
ery of speaking was less developed, words 
were less numerous, and books were unknown, 
to say nothing of the habitual taciturnity.of 
the Oriental character." In this language of 
action, a kiss was naturally the symbol of 
affection, of respect, of homage, and of rever- 
ence. 

That it is a custom of remote anti juity, ap- 
peaoseWfin the book ofGene3is(27 : 26), when 
ac kissed his son Jacob. This kiss is re- 
markable as the first recorded in history. In- 
deed, the Bible abounds with all sorts of kisse?. 
We have the kiss of homage, in Esther 5 : 2; 
of subjection, in 1 Samuel 10 : 1; of recon- 
ciliation, in 2 Samuel H : 33; of valediction, 
in Ruth 1 : 14: of approbation, in Psalms 2 : 
12; of humble gratitude, in Luke 7 : 33f of 
welcome, in Eiodus 18 : 7; of love and joy, 
in Genesis 20 : U; of sorrow, in Acts 20 : 37; 
of peace, la Romans 16 : 16; and of idolatrous 
reverence, in Hosea 13 : 2. There are also 
Spiritual kisses, as inCanticl«3 1 : 2; sensual 
kisses, as in Proverbs 7 : 13; and hypocriti- 
cal kisses, as in 2 Samuel 15 : !j. Kisses are 
also traitorous, such as Joab's to Amasa, 
when he ki.-sed and then slew (in 2 Samuel 
i0 : 9), and that of Judas to Christ, when he 
kissed and then betrayed. It was cu3toniary 
to kiss the mou*b, and also the beard, which 
latter is still practised by the Arabs. Kissing 
the hand is not biblical. Kissing the feet was 
an expression of lowly and tender regard, as 
in Luke 7 : 38. We are told that the members 
of the church at Ephesus wept sore at SK 
Paul's departure, "fell on his neck and kissed 
him." The kiss of peace was an apastolic 
custom, and continues to be one of the*ritcs in 
the eucharistic services of the Roman Catho- 
lics, which, for obvious reasons, is emitted on 
Good Friday. 

Among heathen nations, it was usual to 
throw kisses to the sun and to the moon, as 
■well as to the images of the gods, fearful of 
touching them with profane lips. Kisfing the 
hand is first heard of among the Persian?. 
Xenophon relates that it wa3 customary for 
them to kiss whomsoever they honored. 
Kissing the feet of a prince was a token of 
Subjection, which was at times carried so far 
that the print of the foot received the kiss, 
conveying the impression that the very dust 
btcam? sacred by the royal tread. When De- 
mosthenes was earned into a temple, he kissed 
his own hand by way of adoration; and when 
supplicating the Romans for peace, the Car- 
thaginian ambassadors "kissed the feet of the 
ct uncil." 

The kiss of homage — the character of 
■which is not indicated in the Bible — was 
probably up'n the forehead, expressive of 
high respect, which was formerly, if not now, 
in use amoDg the Bedouins. 

The Rabbins, in the falsely delicate spirit 
which animated much of what they wrote, did 
not permit more than three kinds of kisses — 
these of reverence, of reception, and of depar- 
ture. Kissing the foot has been exacted by 
the sovereign pontiffs as a mark of respect 
since the eighth century. It was first paid to 
Pope Constantine by the Emperor Ju3tinian, 
Jiis entry into Constantinople. When the 
cetefftcny takes place tne Pope wears a slip- 
per embroidered with a cross, which is kissed 
(and not the toe, as is generally believed). 
Recently Protestants have not been required 
to do so — a slight inclination of the knee bj- 
ing merely expected. 

As an act of ordinary salutation, the kiss 
is still common on the continent of Europe 
and in the East. It was interchanged by the 
«arly Christians, in their assemblies, as a 
token of their love one to another, and took 
place just prior to the communion. When 
(ticoording to the Hebrew practice, and the 
still existing custom of Oriental churches) the 
men and the women sat apart, the kiss of 
peace was given by the men to the men, aud 
by the women to the women. However, the 
peculiar circumstances have vanished which 
gave propriety and emphasis to such an ex- 
pression of brotherly love and Christian 
friendship. It was also so fir a mark of re- 
spect among our forefathers, that for one per- 
son to write or say that he "kissed the hand' 
of another, was a formulary of equivalent 
import with the expressions of obedience and 
servitude with which our communications 
and intercourse with the world are now 
usually attended. To this frequent allusion 
is made by Shakspeare and the dramatic 
poets. 

On atrial in the Court of Queen's Bench, 
in London, in which some Mohammedan3 
gavo testimony, they were required to kiss 
the Koran, on which they were sworn— fas 
the Jews on the Pentateuch and Christians 
on the New Testament. At the coronation 
of Queen Victoria, the peers of England did 
homage by kissing the sovereign's hand, as 
high officials are also required to do in accep- 
tance of their appointments. This ceremony 
of kissing her hand is requisite on the part 
of gentlemen when presented at court for the 
first time; but when young ladies are pre- 
sented, the Queen kisses them on the cheek. 
The mostrecent historical record of the theme 
upon which we write, is that of the king of 
Denmark to his son, whom he kissed three 
times on his public acceptation of the throne 
of Greece. So. gentle reader, 

"I kiss your hand— and now farewell P 1

Arrested and confined tor three weeks in 
the United States a prisoner of State; ban- 
ished thence to the Confederate States, and 
there held as an alien enemy and prisoner of 
war, though on parole, fairly and uonorably 
dealt with find given leave to depart, an act 
possible only by running' the blockade ai the 
hazard of being fired upon by ships flying the 
flag of my own country, I fonnd myself first 
a freeman when on British soil. And to-day, 
under protection of the British flag, I am here 
to enjoy and in part to exercise the privileges 
and rights which usurpers insolently deny me- 
at home. The shallow contrivanceof the weak 
despots at Washington, and their advisers, has 
been defeated. Nay, it has been turned against 
tbem; and I, who" tor two years was maligned 
as in secret league with the Confederates, 
having refused when in their midst, under cir- 
cumstances the most favorable, either to iden- 
tify myself with their cause or evea so much 
as to remain, preferring rather exile in a for- 
eign land, return now with allegiance to my 
own State and government, unbroken in 
word, thought, or deed, and with every declar- 
ation and pledge to you while at home, and be- 
fore I was stolen away, made good in spirit 
and to the very letter. 

Six weeks ago, when just going into ban- 
ishment because an audacious but most cow- 
atdly despotism caused it, I addressed you as 
a fellow-citizen. To-day, and from the very 
piece then selected by me, but after wearisome 
tmd most perilous journey ings for more than 
four thousand miles by land and upou the sea; 
still in exile though almost in sight of my na- 
tive State, I greet you as your representative. 
Grateful certainly I am, for the confidence in 
my integrity and patriotism, implied by the 
unanimous nomination as candidate for Gov- 
ernor of Ohio, which you gave me while I wa3 
yet in the Confederate Spates. It was not mis- 
placed; it shall never be abused. But this is 
the last of ail considerations in times like these. 
I ask no personal sympathy for the personal 
wiong. No: it is the cause of Constitutional 
liberty and private right cruelly outraged be- 
yond example in a free country, by the Presi- 
dent and his servant?, which gives public sig- 
nificancy to the action of yonr convention. 
Yours was, indeed, an act of justice to a citi- 
zen who for his devotion to the rights of the 
States and the liberties of the people, h-td been 
marked for destruction by the hand of arbitra- 
ry power. But it was much more. It was an 
example of courage worthy of the heroic ages 
of the world ; and it was a spectacle and a re- 
buke to the usurping tyrants who having bro- 
ken up the Union would now strike down the 
Constitution, subvert your present govern- 
ment and establish a formal, and prod timed 
despotism in its stead. You are the Restor- 
ers and Defenders of Constitutional Lib- 
erty, and by that proud title history will sa- 
lute you. 

I congratulate you upon your nominations. 
They whom you have placed upon the ticket 
vt ith me are gentlemen of character, ability, 
integrity, and tried fidelity to the Comtitu- 
ticn, the Union, and to liberty. Their moral 
and political courage — a quality always rare, 
and now the most valuable of public virtues — 
is beyond question. Every way, all these 
were nominations lit to fce made. And even 
jealousy, I am sure, will now be hushed, if I 
especially rejoice with you in the nomination 
of Mr. Pugh as your candidate for Lieutenant 
Governor and President of the Senate. A 
scholar and a gentleman, a soldier in a foreign 
war, and always a patriot; eminent as a law- 
yer, and distinguished as an orator and a 
statesmen, I hail his acceptance as an omen of 
the leturn of the better and more virtuous 
days of the Repullic. 

I endorse your noble platform — elegant in 
style; admirable in sentiment. You present 
ihetrue issue, and commit yourself to the great 
mission just now of the Democratic pany — to 
restore and make sure first the rights and lib- 
erties declared yours by your constitutions. It 
is vain to invite the States and people of the 
doulh to leturn to a Union without a Consti- 
tution, and dishonored and polluted by repeat- 
ed and most aggravated exactions of tyrannic 
power. It is base in yourselves, and treasona- 
ble to ycur posterity, to surrender these liber- 
ties and rights to the creatures whom your own 
trcatb created and can destroy. Shall there 
be free speech, a free press, peaceable assem- 
blages of the people and a free ballot any long- 
er in Ohio'.' Shall the people hereafter, as 
hitherto, have the right to discuss and con- 
demn the principles and policy of the party — 
the ministry — the men who, for the time, con- 
duct the government — to demand of their 
public servants a reckoning of their steward- 
ship, and to place other men and another 
paity in power at their supreme will and 
pleasure? Shall Order Thirty-Eight, or the 
Constitution be the supreme law of the 
lard? And '.Lvll the citizen any more 
be arrested by an armed soldiery at mid- 
nipht, dregged from wife and child and home, 
to a military prison; thence to a mock milita- 
ry tria' ; thence condemned and then banish- 
ed as a felon for the exercise of his rights? 
This is the issue; and nobly you have met it. 
It is the very question of free, popular govern- 
ment itself. It is the whole question; upon 
the one side, liberty; upon the other despot- 
ism. The President as the recognized head 
of his parly,' accepts the issue. Whatever he 
n ills, tbi t is law. Constitutions, Slate and 
Federal, are nothing; acts of legislation 
nothing; the judiciary less than nothing. In 
time of war tntre is but one will supreme — 
his will; but one law— military necessity, 
atd he the sole judge. Military orders sa- 
ptrstde the Constitution, and military com- 
missions tisnrp the place of the ordinary 
courts of justice in the land. Nor are these 
mere idle claims. For two years and mor?, 
by arms, they have been enforced. It was 
the mission of tie weak tut presump u n:s 
ButLside — a name infamous forever in the 
tars of all lovers of constitutional liberty — 
to try the experiment in Ohio — aided by a 
judge whom I name not, because he has 
brought foul dishonor upon the judiciary of 
my country. In your hands now, men of 
Ohio, is the final issue of the experiment. Tha 
party of the Administration have accepted it. 
By pledging support to the Pre.-ident, they 
have justified his outrages upon UbertJ and 
the Constitution; and who ever gives hi; vote 
to the candidates of that party commits him- 
self to every act of violence and wrong on|the 
I art of the Administration which he upholds; 
and thus, by ihe iaw of retaliation which is 
the law of might, would forfeit his own right 
to li'oojty, personal and .political, whensoever 
utter men and another party shall hold the 
power. Much more do the candidates them- 
M Ives. Suffer them not, I entreat you, to 
evade the issue; ana by the judgement of the 
pecple we will abide. 

And now, fir ally, let me ask, what is the 
pretext for all the monstrous acts and claims 
Of arbitrary power which you have so nobly 
denounced? "Military necessity." Rut if, 
indeed, all these be demanded by military ne- 
cessity, then, believe me, your liberties are 
gene, and tyranny is perpetual. For if this 
civil war is to terminate only by the subjuga- 
tion or submission of the South to force aud 
arte;, the infant of to-day will no\ live to see 
the end of it. No, in no other way only can 
it be brought to a close. Travelling a thou- 
sand miles and more, through nearly one-half 
c f the Confederate States, and sojourning for 
a time at widely different points, I met not 
one man, woman, or child, who was not re- 
solved to perish rather than yield to the pres- 
sure of arms even in the most desperate ex- 
tremity. And whatever may and must be the 
Taryitig fortnneof the war, in all which Ire- 
cognize the 1 and of Providence pointing visibly 
to the ultimate issue of this great trial of the 
States and people of America, they are better 
prer arcd now every way to make good their 
ine xorable purpose than at any period since the 
beginning M the struggle. These may indeed 
be unwelcome truths; but they are addressed 
only to candid and honest men. Neither, how- 
ever, let me add. did 1 meet anyone, whatever 
bis opinions or his station, political or private, 
who did not declare his readiness, xchen the 
war shall hare ceeued and invading armies been 
withdrawn, to consider and discuss the ques- 
tion of rc-union. And who shall doubt the 
issue of the argument? I return, therefore, 
« my opinions and convictions as to war 
cV^eace, and my faith as to final results from 
'tftl policy and" wise statesmanship, not only 
ULVtunged, but confirmed and strengthened. 
ADd may the God of Heaven and Earth so 
rule the hearts and minds of Americans every- 
where, that with a Constitution maintained, a 
Union restored, an-J Liberty henceforth made 
secure, a grander and nobler destiny shall yet 
be ours than that even which blessed our fath- 
ers in the first two ages of the Kepublie.

General Orders, No. 12. 

The General commanding the corps hereby 
extends bis thanks to the two hundred officers 
and soldiers of the 25th Michigan regiment, 
under Colonel O. H. Moore, wlo so successful- 
ly resisted by their gallantry and heroic 
bravery the attack of a vastly superior force 
of Itte enemy, under the rebel General John 
Morgan, at Tebb's tJend on Green River, on 
the 4th of July, 1863, in which they killed 
one fourth as many of the enemy as their 
own 1 tt e band amouu ed to, and wounded a 
number equal to their own. 

The General also desires to commend in the 
warmest terms the officers and soldiers of the 
20th Kentucky regiment, under Lieutenant- 
Colonel C. S. Hanson, who at Lebanon, Ky., 
for six hours sustained a most unequal contest 
with the same force, only yielding when en- 
tirely surrounded and the town wa^ being 
burned over their heads, further resistance 
being impossible.

French Politic.-,. — The result of the reoent 
election, it i- known, was unfavorable to the 
government in Paris, and in nearly all the 
larger towns of the Empire. This tint >ward 
result was deemed by many intelligent ob- 
sc vers to be chiefly due to the iuju licijus 
proceedings of the Minister of the Interior, 
and his removal from the Imperial Cabinet 
was pieucted soon alter the result of the 
elections was announced. By the last advices 
from Europe we learn that this anticipation 
has been confirmed by the progress of events, 
which have resulted in a modification of the 
French Ministry as follows: 

M. Billault, Minister of State. 
M. Baroche, Minister of Justice. 
M. Bcudct, vice Persigny, Minister of the 
Interior. 

M. Duruy, Minister of Education. 

M. Bebic, Minister of Agriculture, Com- 
merce, and Public Works, 

M. Rouher, Minister President of the Coun- 
cil of State. 

M. de Morny, President of the Corps Legis- 
latif. 

It.will be understood by the reader that M. 
Drouyn de Lhuys remains Minister of For- 
eign Affairs; M. Achille Fould, Minister of 
Finance; Marshal Ilaudon, Minister of War; 
M. Chasseloup-Laubat, Minister of the Nivy; 
and Marshal Yaillant, Minister of the Smpe- 
ror's Mansion and of the Fine Arts. The de- 
cree nominating M. Billault to the post of 
Minister of State places among his functions 
those previously exercised by the Ministers 
without Portfolio. Part of the functions ap- 
pertaining to the Ministry of* State is trans- 
ferred to the Ministry of the Emperor's House- 
hold, and another part to the Ministry of 
Education. Public Worship is assigned to 
the Ministry of Justice. The direction of the 
Moniteur will be one of the duties of the Min- 
ister of the Interior. The following official 
explanations follow the decree announcing 
these ministerial changes: 

The plebiscitum upon which the Constitu- 
tion of 1 8.V2 is based, in rendering the Minis- 
ters responsible to the Emperor alone, was in- 
tended to put an end to those struggle3 of 
parliamentary ambition which wereaconjtaat 
source of agitation and weakness to previous 
gOTernm.nts. 

Without in the slighest degree diminishing 
the strength and freedom of action necessary 
to power, the Emperor, by the decree of the 
24t)i November, wished to give to the great 
bodies of the State a more direct particip ition 
in the general policy of his government; but 
this decree did cot modify rhe fundamental 
principles of the plebiscitum of 1852, which 
could only be changed by a new plebiscitum. 

The more ample and more complete discus- 
sion of public affairs bofore the Senate and 
Corps Legislatif led to the creation of minis 
teis without portfolio — that is, of ministers 
not personally concerned with the facts dis- 
cussed. 

By to day's decree the Emperor substitutes 
for them the minister entrusted with the re- 
lations of the Government towards the great 
bodies of the State, so as to more solilly or- 
ganize the representation of the views of gov- 
ernment in the chambers, without deviating 
from the spirit of the Constitulion. 

The Minister of State, released from all ad- 
ministrative functions, and the minister who 
presides over the Council of State, are hence- 
forth, in conjunction with the members of that 
council, entrusted with the explauation and 
defence of the questions brought before the 
Senate and Corps Legislatif. 



The Record of July. — The opening of 
each month of that period of the year which is 
adapted to active military operations serve} 
as a Gt opportunity for review of the principal 
events of the war. And although June has 
maintained its historic reputation of being 
"the month of battles," the present month 
almost equals it in the occurrence of events, 
both military and political, which have an 
important bearing upon the rebellion. The 
Newark Advertiser revives in the following 
summary the principal events that have taken 
place during the month of July in the first 
two years of the war, while the record of the 
present year with Gettysburg, Port Hudson, 
Vicksburg, Tullahoma, Ac, will be even morj 
brilliant still: 

On the 5th of July, 1861, the battle of Brier 
Forks and Carthage, Missouri, took place, in 
which a superior force of Confederates under 
Gov. Jackson were attacked by Gen. Sigel at 
Brier Forks, seven miles from Carthage, and 
their batteries silenced, after which, finding 
himself in danger of being outflmked, Gen. 
Sigel made a skilful retreat, and by a feint 
dicw all the rebel cavalry into a solid body, 
when be opened upon them a terrific fire of 
rrtillety, at the same time charging upon 
'hem with his infantry, inflicting a heavy loss 
npr n them, after which he continued his re- 
treat to Carthage, crowned with a splendid 
victory. On the 6th Gen. Fremont was ap- 
pointed to the command of the Western De- 
partment. On the 8 tli the transmission of 
military intelligence over the telegraph wires 
was prohibited. On the 9:h the Provisional 
Legislature of Western Virginia elected Sen- 
ators to the Senate of the United States. On 
"the 10"h the bill to enable the Secretary of the 
Treasury to borrow $250,000,000, on the credit 
of the United StateB, passed the House of 
Representatives, and the Senate passed 9 bill 
t tutorizing the employment of 500,000 voiun- 
tttrs and appropriating $500,000,000 for the 
suppression of the rebellion. On the 10th, 
lltb, and 12th commenced the series of suc- 
cesses of Gen. McCiellan in Western Virginia, 
n suiting in the victories at Laurel Hill, Rich 
Mcunt;:.ii, and Beverley, and the restora- 
tion of the Kanawha V alley to the Union. 

On the 15th occurred the battle at Brtnker 
Hill, in the Shenandoah Valley, in which the 
Union troops, under Gen. Patterson, routed 
the Confederate cavalry, under Colonel (.since 
General) Stuart; and on the same day G*u. 
McDowell commerced his movement toward 
Bu'l Run. On the 16th the rebel scouts and 
pickets were driven out of Fairfax Court-house, 
and the President was authorised by Congress 
to call out 500,000 militia. On the 17th the 
Union army, under Gen. McDowell, moved 
forward in three columns, the advance column 
occupying Fairfax Court-house about one 
hour before noon, the Confederates with- 
drawing before them. Our cavalry advanced 
to Ccntreville. On the 18th was fought the 
harle of Blackburn's Ford, four miles south 
of Centreville, with a Iosson eachsideof about 
100 killed and wounded. On the 19th Gen. 
Hanks was ordered to the command of the 
Depertment of the Shenandoah. On the 21st 
occurred the ciastrous battle of Bull Run, in 
which our loss was 2,703 killed, wounded, 
pad missing; and that of the rebels 1,902. On 
the 22d the Confederate Congress appointed a 
("ay of thanksgiving for the victory at Bull 
Run; and on the same day General McClellan 
was called to the command of the Army of 
the Potomac, and Colonel Rosecrans was pro- 
moted to the rank of Brigadier-General. Oj 
the 24th Fort Fillmore, in New Mexico, was 
disgracefully surrendered to the rebels, and on 
ihe 25th General Rosecrans assumed the com- 
mand in Western Virginia. This closes the 
events of principal importance for July, 1861. 

On the 1st of July, 1862, occurred the battle 
of Malvern Hills, being the last of the series 
of seven days' battles on the Peninsula, in all 
of which our lnBses summed up 1,665 killed, 
7,701 wounded, and 5,938 missing, being a 
total of 15,224. On the 3d City Point, Vir- 
ginia, was destroyed by tne Union troops. On 
the 7th Gen. Hovey routed a large force of 
Texars, under Albert Pike, on the White 
river, in Atkansas. On the 9th the President 
visited the camp of Gen. McClcllaa, on the 
Jsmes river. On the 11th Gen. Halleck wa3 
appointed General-in-Chief. Oa the 13th 
Murtreesboro, Tennessee, was attacked by the 
Confederates, capturing an entire Michigan 
regiment and inflicting a loss of 200 on the 7th 
Pennsylvania regiment, besides taking pris- 
oners Generals Crittenden and Duffield. On 
the l7>h Ihe President signed the confiscation 
act, and Gen. Pope's army occupied Gordoas- 
ville, Virginia. On the 26th the President is- 
sued a | reclamation in accordance with the 
sixth section of the confiscation act, "that the 
property, Ac, of all persons engaged in rebel- 
lion against the authority of the UnitedSutes 
Government would be liable to seizure ind 
confiscation'' unless they returned to tteir 
allegiance within sixty days. On the 29 .h 
Gen. Pope took the field preparatory to the 
cenipaign which commenced with the battle 
of Cedar Mountain and closed with the second 
battle in the vicinity of Bnll Run. Thus closes 
the record of July, 1862, which, if not marked 
by aDy important military successes, wit- 
nessed political transactions scarcely sec:ndin 
their influence to any in the history cf the 
Republic. 

Arrival of Prisoners. — Seventy-one of 
Morgan's men were brought to Covington on 
the car3 last Thursday evening, from Lexing- 
ton. They were captured at Lebanon and 
other points in Kentucky during the po3t two 
weeks.

Nkw York, July 20. 

Y esterday was a quiet Sunday. The vari- 
ous wards were as peaceful as ever. There 
was not the slightest exhibition of disorder. 
Thousands visited the scenes of the late con- 
flicts, and the conversation of all classes cen- 
tred upon the conscription. 

The military did not muke their appearance 
at all In the vicinity of the disturbance. 
The police patroled their bcots'pretty much as 
formerly; up to this morning everything was 
in a state of profound tranquillity from the 
battery to Harlem, a sufficient force of the Nl- 
tionafgaard of the State having arrived in the 
city to enable the civil authorities to main- 
tain public peace and enforce order. 

Governor Seymour, us Commander-in-Chief 
of the-State forces, directs the several citizen 
volunteer organizations formed for the emer- 
gency be relieved from military duty. 

Gen. Wool was relieved on Saturday by 
Gen. Dix. The official order is published this 
morning. 

Drafting will not begin until the exsct quota 

of the city is definitely determined and pub- 
licly announced, by which time the Govern- 
ment will be prepared to execute it. Possibly 
a week may elapse before the draft com- 
mences. 

It is stated that in the attack on tha Uuijn 
Steam Works, coiner Twenty-second street 
and Second avenue, the mob carried off 3,500 
muskets, of which only 300 have been recov- 
ered. 

The British consul has notified the Police 
Commissioner that he has ordered the ship-of- 
war Challenger to take apposition in the river 
for the purpose of protecting cjlored seamen,

Nsw York, July 20. 

A New Orleans letter says it is rumored that 
Admiral Porter will assume command of the 
Mississippi River. Admiral Farragut will go 
ottisido to commence operations in another 
quarter against the enemy. 

The Herald's Vicksburg letter, dated 5'P. 
M., July 11, says Gen. Pemberton's paroled 
army marched out of our lines this forenoon. 
Only a few stragglers are now in the city. 
Our forces under Geu. Sherman occupied 
Jet kson yesterday, and oar advance guard arc 
beyond Pearl river. Johnston has retreated 
beyond the river which is next in line east of 
l'enrl. 

A Herald's special, dated Washington, 19th, 
states that the rebel army has not m*de as 
rapid progress towards Culpepper as has been 
generally supposed. There is good reusou for 
stating that the bulk of Lee's army is still ia 
the vicinity of Winchester. There was also 
quite a large rebel force at Bunker Hill, which 
is letween Winchester and Martinsburg, yes- 
terday. 

It would be improper to state where Gen. 
Meade's army is, but there is good ground to 
hope tbat they may yet complete the destruc- 
tion of the remaiu3 of the rybel army. 

New York, July 20. 
Three tbou:and troop3 garrison 7th avenue 
arsenal. Two steamboats, heavily armed and 
manned, cruise up and down Hudson river as 
far as the northern boundary of Westchester 
county, in consequence of threats to burn the 
towns; all has been quiel, however. West- 
chester county is part of to* Metropolitan po- 
lice district.

Washington, July 10. 
The only signs of rebels in our immediate 
front is a party of forty of Mosby's guerillas; 
who arc pursuing their usual avocation ot 
horse stealing in the vicinity of Occoituan 
Creek. Last night a band of guerillas came 
within two miles ot Fort Allen, near Chain 
Bridge, and stole twenty horses. They will 
be gobbled up by our cavalry. 

Cincinnati, July 20. 

On Saturday mcrning Morgan's forces wer« 
overtaken near Pomeroy by Hobson and Ju- 
dab, who bad formed a junction. Morgan 
findiDg himself in close quarters, and learning 
that trie ford at Butfiogton Island was well 
guarded, broke up his band in small squads in 
order to escape. 

One squad with six pieces of artillery made 
for the crossing at Buffington, but the gun- 
boats drove them back with a loss of 150 killed 
and drowned. Our cavalry charged and cap- 
tured the battery, killing a number of the reb- 
els. 

CoJpLels Wolford and Shackelford succeed- 
ed in capturing one lotof 575, and in another 
lot of 275, besides numerous squads, making 
in all over 1 000 prisoners. 

Among them was Col. Dick Morgan, brother 
of John Morgan, and Cols. Ward and Grigs- 
by. Our cavalry is in pursuit of the balance 
of the command, which is entirely broken 
up, and scattered in the hills. 

The position of our forces are such that they 
can't cross the Ohio nor get much further 
north. 

Later — 12 M. — Our forces are continually 
capturing Morgan's men. !! >-';! Duke was 
captured this morning near Pomeroy. Over 
1,300 men have been taken so far. 

Mkmphis, July 17. 

Gen. Hurlbuts scouts arrived at Corinth to- 
day from Decatur and Jacksonville and re- 
port Bragg retreating precipitately into Geor- 
gia followed by RoBecran's forces. 

Rosecrans's advance is reported at Rome. 
Scouts report that Bragg is endeavoring to 
make a junction with Johnston, and that de- 
sertionfi from his army are numerous. 

Philadelphia, July 20. 

The Inquirer has a despatch from Hagcrs- 
town on the lbth stating that the rear-guard 
of Lee's army left Martinsburg on Saturday 
morning. 

Our whole force is across the river. The 
Potomac is falling rapidly. Lee is retreating 
his main force by Stras'mrg and Stanton, not 
by Cuipepper.

At last be came to 
Mr. C, who had requested a practical sermon. 
' And now, there is Mr. C. ; he's a merchant — 
what dots he do? Why, he stays at home on 
tSunday afternoon to write business letters. If 
be gets a lot of goods up from New York on 
Saturday n ; ght, he goes to the store and marks 
them on Sunday, so as to have them ready fur 
sale on Monday morning. That's how he 
keeps the Sabbath: and he isn't satisfied wilh 
doctrinal sermons; he wants practical ones." 
At ihe conclusion of the services, the parsoa 
walked up to Mr. C. and asked him how he 
liked the "prac tical sermon.'' "Mr. B ," was 
the reply, preach what you please after thi->, 
I'll never attempt to direct you again.

The members of the Royal Institute held a 
special meeting last night, to hear a lecture 
delivered by Captain Speke on the di=.-overy 
of the source of the Xile. The lecture was 
honored by the presence of his Royal Highness 
the Prir.ca of Wales, who was attended by 
General Knollys, Sir Roderick Murchtson. 
and a numerous suite. 

Before commencing his lecture Captain 
Speke introduced to the audience two little 
black boys. 

It was mainly through the unwearying en- 
ergy of the fathers of these boys that Captain 
Speke was enabled to traverse the country be- 
tween Zanzibar and Gondokoro. He men- 
tioned that the little felluws were brought to 
this country to receive an English education, 
by Capt. Rtgby, the British Consul at Zanzi- 
bar, through whose instrumentality so much 
had been done to abolish the slave trade in 
those regions. 

Time would not permit him to describe the 
whole of the incidents of his journey from 
Zanzibar to Egypt, which occupied two yecrs 
and a half, and extended over a distance of 
more than 3,000 miles. Ha chose rather to 
give some account of the Wahuma and som? 
of the other tribes inhabiting the shores of 
Lake Nyanza. Judging from the physical 
characteristics of these tribes, he considered 
them to be descended from the ancient Abys- 
sinians. This idea was in a great measure 
confirmed by the traditions of the people, who, 
when questioned about their origin, always 
replied that they came from the north. The 
Abyssinians sprang from the union between 
Ihe children of Shetu and Ham, the negro 
blood being modified and toned down by the 
Shemitic admixture. Captain Speke then 
went on to describe how the aboriginal in- 
habitants of Abyssinia, who were essentially . 
an agricultural people, had been conquered 
and enslaved by nomad races, who lived on 
the produce of their flocks and herds. These 
ancient Abyssinians came down by degrees 
from the north, carrying all before them, and 
founding the great kingdom of Kittara, which 
w as now split up into several minor kingdoms 
through continual internal wars. 

A singular tradition of the double origin of 
these people was repeated to him by one of the 
chic ft. who gravely told him that at one time 
the inhabitants of Kittara were half black and 
half white, one side ot their heads having curly 
hair, the other stiaight. The largest portion 
of Kittara consists of the kingdom of Unvoro. 
Capt. Speke gave a long ana interesting ac- 
count of the history of thisi people, tracing 
their kings down to the present monarch. On 
the most fertile part of the shores of Lake 
Nyanza is Ihe kingdom of Uganda, which is 
the most interesting of all the nations of equa- 
torial Africa, being better cultivated and bet- 
ter governed than any other. The customs of 
Uganda are many of them most irregular. 
The princes having large harems of women, 
their progeny is of course most numerous. 
When a king dies all his sons are burned ex- 
cept, bis successor and two others, who are 
kept in case of accident until the coronation, 
alter which one is pensioned off and the other 
banished to Unyoro. Untidiness in dress is a 
capital crime, except the offender possesses suf- 
ficient riches to pay an euormous finef In- 
gratitude, or even neglecting to thank a per- 
son for a benefit conferred, is punishable. The 
court customs are also curious.' No one is al- 
lowed to stand before the king, and to touch 
him or look at one of his women is death. 
They believe implicitly in magic and the evil 
eye, and the kings are always attended by a 
certain number ot. women crowned with dead 
lizards, and hearing bowls of plantain wine in 
their bands. The King of Karagwe is the 
most civilized of all these native chiefs; before 
entering Uganda Capt. .Speke spent many days 
with him. In manners, civility, and enlight- 
enment, be might be compared with many Eu- 
ropeans. Ho owes much of this to the influ- 
ence of an Indian merchant named Moussa 
Mzouri, who helped him by his advice to Con- 
ner his brother, with whom he was at war. 
,'apt Speke was much entertained with many 
of his questions as to what became of the old 
suns, aud why the moon made faces at the 
earth. He also wanted to know whether Eng- 
land, of which he had heard from ths ivory 
traders, could blow up the whole of Africa 
with gunpowder. 

The moment the King heard tbat he wss 
desirous of going north he sent messengers to 
the King of Uganda to prepare the way for 
him. The King was most anxious to afford 
him every possible information abo.it the 
country. V» bile at the palace the King took 
him yachting on Murchison creek for several 
days, and he fre quently went shooting with 
the Piince3 of the court, who, when he had 
shot anything, would rush up to and shake 
him heartily by the hand — a custom little 
known in that part of Africa. Before leaving 
they heard from the King Kamrasi that a 
body of white men had oeen seen SP the 
north, who had killed numbers of the natives 
with a wonderfnl gun. This made Ciptiin 
Speke most anxicus to push on, as hesupposcd 
the party of white men to be tint of Mr. 
Pet he rick, who had appointed to meet him. 
He then atarled for Uganda with a numerous 
retinue. Before leaving King Rumantka's 
palace at Karagwe he had noticed on several 
cccoiiuiis three or four lofty mountain peak3, 
more than 10,000 feet high. The King of 
Uganda sent an armed body of men to meet 
him, who conducted him through the king- 
dom. Everywhere they went the people le:t 
tbeir huts, leaving their provisions behind 
them. 

The fertility of this part is very great, and 
the scenery on the shores of the lake most 
beuutil'ul. On arriwing at the King of Ugan- 
da's capital Captain Speke fouud it nceessary 
to wrap up all his presents in chintz before 
sending them to the King, as nothing bare or 
naked could ue looked at by his Majesty. He 
found the place to consist of huudreds of con- 
ical tents, spread over the spur of a hill. Thou- 
sands of courtiers and attendants were to be 
seen engaged in every conceivable occupation, 
from playing on musical instruments to feed- 
ing the royal chickens. On sending word to 
the King that he wished for an interview, that 
monarch sent back a sharp message that he 
was to sit on the ground and wait until be 
was at liberty. Captain Speke, however, seni 
back word that he was a prince, and not ac- 
acoustomed either to sit on the ground or to 
wait. A courtier followed him, prophesying 
all kinds of evil from bis presumption. Cap- 
tain Speke, however, terrified the whole court, 
kiDg. and all. into submission by merely opett- 
ing, bis umbrella, which they took to be a 
deadly weapon, killing by magic. A chair 
was consequently allowed to Captain Sp k>, 
who was received by the king surrounded by 
his court, and having by his side the womea 
crowned with dead lizards to ward off the ef- 
fects of the evil eye. 

The king stared at him for about an hour, 
at toe end of which time his Majesty sai I, 
"Have you seen me?" and retired to anothar 
tent, where the same process of staring was 
followed by a similiar inquiry. He went into 
a third tent, and Captain Speke followed. 
This time, however, the monarch dei^ued to 
examine Captain Speke's Whitworlh rifls. 
Captain Speke told him that it was the cus- 
tom of the inhaUtaiitsof the country, of which 
he was a prince, to make presents of every- 
thing that they possessed to any king into 
whose country they entered. He accordingly 
left him several ritlcs and watches and a 
quantity of gunpowder. He endeavored to 
engage his Majesty in conversation about 
Petherick's party and the possibility of open- 
ing trade through the north. It was a long 
time, however, before, be gained his confidence. 
On leaving, the king preseuted him with 
numerous very valuable presents. He must 
row skip all the remainder of his journey and 
come to Gondokoro, where he was to meet 
Mr. Raker. He found this gentleman waiting 
for him there, almost hoping tbat he had got 
into difficulties; that he (Mr. Baker) might 
help him out. On hearing from Capt. Sp< ke 
that he had not been able to explore the lake 
Luta Nzigi, Mr. Baker immediately set oil on 
an expedition in that direction, and Captain 
Speke has no doubt that by next year we shall 
know all about this supposed tributary of the 
Nile. Captain Speke then concluded by fully 
describing two beautifully execnted drawings 
of Lake Windermere and the Ripon Falls, the 
scenery of which is most picturesque.

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Tun Legion of Dkfknck. — We have he ird 
it intimated that the volunteer organization, 
enrollel for the defence of oar city, will be 
soon dis' anded. The dispersion of Morgan's 
band has not relieved us from all the guerilla 
chiefs, and we therefore deprecate any such 
"King of France" movement as to march up 
the hill, an ! then march down again. We had 
hoped .hat our militia organization would be 
permanent, and that the citizen soldiery of 
Ltmisville would be so thoroughly organized 
as to prevent all apprehensions in the future. 
We still entertain the hope. The enrolment 
vas made under martial law; let us keep it 
up under the laws of the Sta^e, and call upon 
Gov. Robinson for authority and assistance. 
. The State Guard law, as amended by the last 
Legislature, is one of the most i flPectual mili- 
tary bills we have ever seen under it. We 
can ertend the organization from Louisville 
to the whole State, and one hundred thousand 
men may be armed and equipped and placed 
in readiness for any great emergency, to as. 
semble at a given signal. We sincerely trust 
that the fear of military law was not the sole 
inducement for six thousand men to enroll 
themselves in Louisville. We hope they were 
actuated by an elevated patriotism, and that 
they will feel it to be their duty to keep 
up the organization. If thi3 is done, 
we presume General Boyle has the au- 
thority to permit them to use the Federal 
arms, but, if not, that sterling patriot Gov. 
Robinson can and will assuredly secure them. 
Let not the Legion of Defence be a transitory 
thiDg, organized when we expected an inva- 
sion, and disbanded as soon as our apprehen- 
sions were quieted. If we are deprived of our 
home defence, a thousand desperate guerilla 
robbers can enter and sack this city any night, 
and it is idle to deny that the rebels are now 
at the point of desperation. They have ceased 
to fight for their rights, for glory, or any mis- 
taken principles; they are now simply rob- 
bers; tbey want horses for fleet movement, 
which will enable ihem to steal money and 
capture all articles of value. We must there- 
fore be prepared for them. Our city is a tempt- 
ing prize, but we can easily foil all efforts to 
Becure it if we 'we keep up oar Legion of De- 
fence. Shall it be done, or shall we sutler 
the glorious organization we have effected to 
be entirely disbanded? 



gejj^The telegraphic columns in the Journa 
of yesterday contained a despatch from New- 
bern, North Carolina, of which the following 
is a passage: 

The Raleigh Standard is in favor of a re- 
censtruction of the Union, and thinks the 
probable terms of reconstruction between the 
North and South will be the adoption of a 
gradual emancipation system by ail the re- 
bellions State?, which North Carolina, in com- 
mon with the other Slave States, will accept, 
if the Federal government insists on the 
same as the only terms that can be granted. 

Notwithstanding the life of the institution 
is not in the least impaired by this war, as is 
generally believed at the North, nothing but 
n great standing army between the masters 
and slaves could impair the institution, over 
which is thrown the 3hield of State and mu- 
nicipal laws, together with the inherent will 
ot the Southern people; hence thess terms are 
the cheapest the Government can offer, and 
the best the South can accept. 

We somewhere have notic*d something of 
the frame kind before. We do not believe the 
representation concerning the Raleigh Stand- 
ard is true, so far as the allegad "terms of re- 
construction" are concerned; but, however 
this may be, we protest against the whole 
thing. What power has the General Govern- 
ment to offor terms to the revolting States? 
What right has it to do thi3? None whatev- 
er. The thing is utterly lawless as well as 
utterly senseless. 

The Constitution is the supreme law alike 
of the General Government and of the States, 
and the former can lawfully require the peo- 
ple of the latter to submit to nothing but the 
Constitution. The General Government is 
simply empowered by the Constitution to wage 
this contest for the establishment of the su- 
premacy of the Constitution itself. Nothing 
mote and nothing less. When those who 
have revolted against this supremacy, and who 
are struggling permanently to overthrow it, 
shall make known their willingness to lay 
down their arms and submit to the Constitu- 
tion, the General Government cannot lawfully 
demand of them anything further. The Gen- 
eral Government at, no time can lawfully de- 
mand of tbem anything further. The Consti- 
tution forms the only lawful terms possible in 
the case. The General Government has no 
right to demand anything else; and, when the 
people in revolt are willing to accept this, the 
General Government is bound to grant it to 
them, and is bound not to exact from them 
anything more. The "terms" of the Consti- 
tution are uot only "the cheapest the Govern- 
ment can offer and the best the South can ac- 
cept" but the only lawful terms possible. 

We should like to know who it is that 
busies himself in sending from Newbern des- 
patches like the one under notice. The whole 
business looks to us very much as if it were an 
attempt on the part of abolition outsiders to 
convert into their "opportunity" the "neces- 
sity" of the revolting people. We indeed have 
no doubt that such is the true character of the 
thing. In this point of view, the thing ac- 
quires a particular enormity, and deserves the 
especial rebuke of all the friends of the coun- 
try. It is not only arbitrary and destructive 
, in principle, but fatal in policy, and infamous 
in motive. Those who are moving in the 
thing are the enemies of their country. They 
are public enemies both mean and" deadly. 
If the party in possession of the 
Government so far newly sacrifices pub- 
lic duty and sound policy as to 
sanction this thing, the voice of the people in 
the coming Presidential election, which in 
any event must blast that most faithless and 
imbecile of parties, will blow the party from 
the heights of power as the tempest sweeps a 
dead leaf from the bough. If the tempest of 
the public indignation is not already high 
enough for the men at the head of the Gov- 
ernment, let them but venture to meet the of- 
feror even the spirit of submission on the part 
of the revolting people with terms outside of 
the Constitution, and the tempest will pres- 
ently mount to its loftiest and fiercest pitch. 
The loyal people of the Union will brook the 
exaction of no terms but the term3 of the Con- 
stitution. This is a fixed fact. 

And we call upon the revolting people to 
mark this fact. It is as certain as the fact of 
the rebellion itself. The manifestation of a 
disposition on the part of the people in rebel- 
lion to return to their allegiance would so 
strengthen the conservatives of the country 
and so paralyze the radicals, that, in spite of the 
whole brood of unconstitutional and impolitic 
measures fulminated by the party in power, the 
doors of the Constitution would suddenly lie 
flung wide open, smashing as they swun<- 
back every obstacle set up by radical insanity" 



Let the people in rebellion only show adispo- 
saion to submit to the Constitution, and a 
way will very soon be found t? as?ure them 
that they will be required to submit to noth- 
ing else. On this point they really have 
nothing to fear. 

Nevertheless it is undoubtedly the solemn 
duty of the national authorities to give the 
people in rebellion this assurance in advance 
and at once. The extraordinary and unwar- 
rantable measures to which we have alluded 
render this step a matter both of obligation 
and of expediency. The loyal people as one 
man -ihould demand the step. They at the 
least should demand that no other step incon- 
sistent therewith shall be taken. And such is 
the step foreshadowed in the despatch quoted 
above. We hope that every patriot in the 
land will promptly lift his voice against this 
step. The thing is now a little cloud no big- 
ger than a man's hand; but, if it is not quickly 
dispersed by the sunbeams of enlightenad ps- 
triotism, it ere long will be struggling to 
overcast the whole political heavens. ' 

Defeat and Roptof Joun Morgan.— The 
bandit-chief was getting audacious. The 
sycophantic flatteries of his rebel friends and 
admirers and a long course of successes were 
fast making him think himself the greatest of 
heroes. Yet he was ever the hero of the 
clothing-store, the stable, the hor3e-pasture, 
and the barn-yard, rather than of the battle- 
field. He did not win rebel favor with his 
sword, he stole into it. He has fought when 
he thought it absolutely necessary, but even 
then he has kept himself as safe as he could 
without disgrace, never forgetting for a mo- 
ment the importance of living to "fight another 
day." If he has "won his spurs," it has been 
by stealing the quadrupeds that spurs are 
made to propel. But it must be confessed, 
that, by his depredations, he has given the 
friends of the Union more annoyance than 
any dozen other officers of his rank in the 
Confederate service. His habit has been to 
pillage and tun. Achilles lost his life by the 
weakness of his beel. Morgan hasoften saved 
his by the swiftness of his horse's heel3. 

Morgan intended that his raid on the other 
side of the Ohio should be the cap-sheaf of 
glory to his name. He doubted not that he 
could startle the United States and the South- 
ern Confederacy, the one with terror, the other 
with admiration, and both with wonder. He 
avoided populous towns, steered clear of all 
considerable bodies of troops, levied pecunia- 
ry contributions upon citizens, burned mills 
and dwelling-houses, destroyed railroad 
tracks and bridges, and trusted to the daily 
seizure of fresh horses for escape from his pur- 
suers. But thank Heaven and Nemesis, the 
avengers upon his track have overtaken him 
at last. A great many of his troops are 
killed and wounded, all his artillery is taken, 
thirteen hundred of . his men, including his 
brother Col. Dick Morgan, his brother-in-law, 
adviser, and brain-bearer Basil Duke, and 
Cols. Ward and Grigsby, are taken prison- 
ers, and the rest of his commend are scatter- 
ing in all directions, while the Federal troops 
are hourly gathering in the ready harvest 
with that keenest Of sickles the sword. We 
trust that few or none will be left for seed, 
and especially do we trust that Morgan him- 
self will be reaped and garnered by our stur- 
dy harvesters. 

At any rate the result is glorioas. The 
overwhelming defeat of the rebel id>l will 
carry grief unspeakable to the rebel heart. 
The idol is cast down and shattered. Hence- 
forth horse-flesh is comparatively secure. A 
salute of one gun Bhould be fired beforo the 
door of every stable in the land, and all the 
equine race, horse, mare, and crelding, should 
whinny and kick up their heels with joy. 
Even the jackasses and mules mi^ht bray 
their delight at their good fortune. 

The fall of Vicksburg, the retreat of Bragg, 
the repulse of Lee, and the advance on Charles- 
ton, are all serious disasters — the most serious 
that have attended our arms since the begin- 
ning of the war. — Richmond Inquirer. 

Thus speaks the immediate organ of the 
rebtl Government, though all unaware, while 
speaking, of the fall of Port Hudson and the 
disastrous defeat and loss sustained by Gen. 
Price at Helena and by John Morgan in Ohio. 
The Inquirer enumerates but a few of the 
disasters that have lately befallen the rebels, 
yet it rightly characterizes those few as the 
greatest that have attended the rebel arm3 
since the beginning of the war. They art 
so great as to be overwhelming. They de- 
stioy the last rational hope of the rebellion, 
if for some time past any such hope has been 
entertained. The rebels must be insane to 
hope now. With an army captured at Vicks- 
burg, an crmy captured at Port Hudson, an 
army driven out of Tennessee, an army re- 
pulsed with great slaughter at Helena, a small 
army under John Morgin partly killed, partly 
captured, and all broken up in Ohio, and 
the great£;t rebel army upon the continent 
defeated and run out of Pennsylvania and 
Maryland amid an appalling loss of killed, 
wounded, and prisoners, what other feelings 
than mingled hate, rage, revenge, mortifica- 
tion, and desperation, could induce the rebel 
authorities to keep up this contest another day I 
When Vicksburg surrendered and our 
forces marched into the city under our old 
flag to the stirring measure of our na- 
tional airs, the rebel citizens, men, women, 
and children, and even the rebel soldiers, 
were so overjoyed in soul that they could not 
restrain the expressions of their joy. And 
now if the authorities of the rebel Confeder- 
acy would lay down the weapons of their 
rebellion, soldiers and people throughout the 
whole South would at once experience a de- 
light, a gratification, a happiness, to which 
they have long teen strangers.

If there's 
any need of splitting the thing up liner, it can 
be done.

MorcAN Overtaken and Defeated. — A 
special despatch to the Cincinnati Commer- 
cial of yesterday from Columbus, Ohio, gives 
some interesting information relative to the 
overtaking of Morgan's forces. It states that 
Generals Hobson and Judah crme up with 
Morgan on Saturday morning about 9 o'clock 
ne«r rSuffingion Inland, a few miles absve 
Pcmtroy, and, forming their forces into a 
semi-circle, with cavalry on eithar flank and 
infantry in lue centre, the whole wrce at once 
advanced and began the attack. 

Morgan, after firing a round or two, re- 
treated toward the island. Upon arriving in 
sight of the river he discovered that our gun- 
boats had, in the last half hour, steamed up, 
and lay between the Ohio shore and the 
island, thus effectually cutting off all hopes 
of escape in that direc'ion, either by swim- 
ming or otherwise. 

Our forces in the rear had, in the mean- 
time* moved up, and they, in combination 
with the gunboats, again began the battle. 
Morgan replied very feebly. It quickly be- 
came evident that bis ammunition was nearly 
exhausted, and all were confident of his im- 
mediate capture. 

After killing about forty of his man, the 
balance grew desperate and made a grand 
rush, breaking through our lines and scatter- 
ing in all directions, seeming as if each man 
was taking care of his individual self. 

While they were in retreat we captured at 
least one thousand men, including Colom-1 
Dick Morgan, brother of John, and two other 
officers of equal rank. 

At the latest accounts the balance of the 
rebel band were flying up in the river the di- 
rection of Marietta. 

Morgan approached the river once since his 
defeat, at Buffington Island, but our gunboats 
were promptly on hand and a second time re- 
pulsed him. 

At nine o'clock a courier arrived at Colum- 
bus, Ohio, from Bcallville, fifteen miles below 
Parkersburg, bringing word that Morgan was 
crossing the river at that point. 

A large force was immediately despatched 
to intercept him, if possible.

This was probably because the 
Colonel had had great longings for the nomi- 
nation for Governor, in which he was disap- 
pointed, and therefore bolted the ticket and 
the platform, and was now hand and glove 
with the secession sympathizers whom he had 
bo belabored until four months ago. He had 
denounced the Democratic Convention at 
Frankfort last February, and now supports 
two or three of its delegates for high offices; 
be asserts that he left the Union train for cer- 
tain acts passed by the Legislature, aud yet 
he supports Mr. Wolfe, who voted for all and 
originated some of the measures. Mr. Mal- 
lory denounced Mr. Harney's course as aiding 
and abetting the rebellion, and proclaimed 
himself a Union man, and in favor of provid- 
ing men and money to crush the rebellion as 
long as they were needed, and to any extent, 

Col. Harney replied to Mr. Mallory, but we 
only heard the opening of his remarks, in 
which he disclaimed the authorship of the 
Sand Creek sermon, which he said had beed a 
lohg-starding joke. He explained, too, that 
when a teacher in Indiana, he had educated 
black men to fit them for the purposes of the 
Colonization Society as missionaries to Li- 
beria, and declared that under similar induce- 
ments he would do the same thing again.

The Doctor yielded, 
nnd took it, but with desperately bad grace.

Mr. Ham, the 
clerk, supposing it to be some one of the citi- 
zens of that place, opened tbe door, when, to 
his.surprise, a body of armed men forced their 
way inside, and stole about one thousand 
dollars' worth of goods, carrying them off. 
We are advised that that community is full of 
freebooters, who rob the citizens of whatever 
kind of property suits their fancy. There is 
in Scottville at the present time only about 
thirty soldiers, and they are sick, and wholly 
unfit for active duty. How unfortunate that 
the infernal pirates, clad in rebel uniforms, 
who infest our State cannot all be caught and 
summarily punished! 



John Bell, living eighteen miles from 
Clarksville, Tenn., was robbed of one thou- 
sand dollars early last week by a band of 
rebel soldiers, and because he protested that 
he had no more money to give them, which 
they refused to believe, having heard that he 
bad secreted two thousand dollars in specie 
to keep them from obtaining possession of it, 
they bung him to a sapling seven times. He 
steadily refused to tell them where the money 
was, if he indeed had any more, and they 
finally left him in a dying condition. Such 
barbarity has not before been heard of in 
modem times, and we doubt if the ages of 
piracy and murder will furnish a parallel to 
such cruelty.

J©*The subjoined compilation was pre- 
pared by the lamented Jame3 Harlan, for the 
guidance of the officers of election in Ken- 
tucky. This fact is sufficient to guarantee the 
accuracy of the compilation. We commend 
tbe paper to the attention of all whom it con- 
cerns. The regulations set forth there! a will 
be rigidly enforced by the authorities of the 
State at the approaching e'.ectioa: 

All persons who may be required to act a? 
Judges, Clerk?, and Sheriffs of elections in 
Angus', will find their duty plainly laid down 
in the 32d chapter of the Rovised Statutes of 
Kentucky, and in the following amendments 
to said chapter recentl}* passed by the Ken- 
tucky Legislature. 

These laws and amendments are taken from 
the Statute Books of Kentucky, and arc just 
as binding upon all officers of elections, and 
upon all good citizens, as any other laws now 
in force in the State; and it is tbe duty of all 
law-abiding people to see that they are re- 
spected and enforced at the approaching elec- 
tion. 

These law3 do not exclude any loyal citi- 
zens from voting or holding office; but they 
do exclude, and were intended by the Legis- 
lature to exclude, all traitors, and persons 
who have aided or abetted the rebellion in 
BDy way, or to any extent, from the privi- 
leges of voting or holding office; also, from 
acting as officers of election in this State. 

It will be seen that the act of March 15, 
lb'62, fettles the question, that persons who 
hRve engaged in, or who have aidsd or ad- 
hered to, counselled or advised others to aid in 
the rebellion, are not allowed to act as officers 
of the election. They are not one of the po- 
litical parties within the meaning of the 
Statute. 

It will also be seen thtt by the act of March 
11, 1802, all persons who have aided in the 
rebellion are expatriated, an 1 have no right 
to vote, hold office, or conduct elections; and 
such persons may be sworn whenever they 
offer to vote, as to whether they have aided 
the rebellion or not. 

Persons who aid in attempting to break up 
or prevent elections from being held anywhere 
in this State will be fined from $50 to $300, 
or imprisoned not more than one year. (See 
Revised Statutes, chapter 32, article 12, lection 
13.) 

Officers who fail to arrest such offenders 
will themselves be punished by fine not ex- 
reeding $200, and imprisonment not exceed- 
ing two months. (See act V the Legislature, 
approved March 14, 1862.) 

Persons who may be sworn when they offer 
to vote, and who may make false statements, 
wilfully, will be deemed guilty of perjury, 
and suffer the penalty prescribed for that of- 
fence. (See Revised Statutes, chapter 32, ar- 
ticle 12, section 14.) 

An act to amend section 1, article 3, chapter 

32, title "Elections,'' of the Revised Statutes. 

Be it enacted by the Qcneral Assembly of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That here- 
atter, so long as there are two distinct political 
parties in tnis Commonwealth, the Sheriff, 
Judges, and Clerk of election, in all cases of 
elections by the people, under the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the United States, and under 
the Constitution and laws of Kentucky,, shall 
be so selected -»and appointed as that one of 
the Judges at each place of voting shall be of 
one political party, and the other Judge of 
ibe other ur opposing political party ; and that 
a like difference shall exist, at each place of 
voting, between the Sheriff and Clerk of elec- 
tions; Provided, That there be a sufficient 
number of the members of each political party- 
resident in the several precincts, as aforesaid, 
to fill said offices. Aud this requirement shall 
be observed by all officers of this Common- 
wealth who have the power to appoint auy of 
the aforesaid officers of election, under the 
penalty of a fine of one hundred dollars for 
each omissioB, to be recovered by presentment 
of the grand jury.

CHAPTER 577. 

An act to amend an act, entitled "An act to

$ 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That in 
construing the act approved February 11th, 
1858, to which this is an amendment, those 
who have engaged in tbe rebellion for the 
overthrow of the Government, or who have 
in any way aided, counselled, or advised the 
separation of Kentucky from the Federal 
Union by force of arms, or adhered to those 
engaged in the effort to separate her from the 
Federal Union by force of arms, shall not be 
deemed one of the political parties in this 
Commonwealth within the provisions of the 
act to which this is an amendment. 

\ 2. This act to take effect from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 509. 
An act to amend chapter 15 of the Revised 
Statutes, entitled "Citizens, Expatriation, 
and Aliens." 

f 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That any cit- 
izen of this State who shall enter into the 
feivice of the so-called Confederate States, in 
either a civil or military capacity, or into the 
service of the so-called Provisional Govern- 
ment of Kentucky, in either a civil or mili- 
tary capacity, or having heretofore entered 
such service of either the Confederate States 
or P ovtsir.nal Government, shall continue iu 
fuch service after <ii\i>aci takes effect, or shall 
take up or continue in arms against the mili- 
tary forces of the United States or State of 
Kentucky, or shall give voluntary aid and as- 
sistance to those in arms against said 
forces, thrill be deemed to have expatriated 
himself, and shall no longer be a citizen of 
Kentucky, nor shall he again be a citizen, ex- 
cept by permission of the Legislature, by a 
general or special statute. 

j> 2. That whenever a person attempts, or is 
called on to exercise any of the Constitutional 
or legal rights and privileges belonging only 
to citizens of Kentucky, he may be required 
to negative on oath the expatriation provided 
in the first section of this act; and upon bis 
failure or refusal to do so, shall not be permit- 
ted to exercise any such right or privilege. 

I 3. This act to be of force in thirty days 
from and after its passage.

We take the subjoined obituary from 
the columns of our New York city contem- 
poraries. The brave nnd accomplished officer 
whose fate is here chronicled was as we learn 
the nephew of Major W. H. Sidell now sta- 
tioned in our city: 

Obitcary. — The remains of Capt. William 
H. Chester have been brought from Gettysburg 
for interment in the family vault. Captain 
Chester left this city early in the war witn his 
command, in Sickles's Bxceisior brigade, and 
either at the bead of bis company or on the 
Geueral's staff participated in all the severe 
engagements which that brigade sustained. 
At Yoiktown, Williamsburg, Fair Oaks, dur- 
ing the seven days engagements, and at Fred- 
ericksburg, he distinguished himself aad es- 
caped with but slight injuries, though several 
horses were killed under him. He w»3 twice 
decorated, and during the intervals of active 
service on the march or in battle, sustained 
with efficiency the duties of Brigade Com mis- 
fary or Judge Advocate. He was very popu- 
lar with bis command and with bis fellow-offi- 
cers — from his dashing bravery, abilities, and 
geniality; and from a comrade in arms, fellow- 
aide to Gen. Humphreys, we have the follow- 
ing incident: During the terrific struggle of 
July 2d the third corps was, as usual, where 
there was warm work. Gen. Humphreys 
with his aide, Capt. Chester, was well in 
front; our men were, for the moment, slowly 
giving way. Tne Captain turned to rally 
them; facing tbe General, a ball entered near 
the spine and passed out in front. He ex- 
claimed, "I am struck." The General passed 
his arm around him to support him from the 
field. At this instant the General's horse was 
killed, and he was obliged to consign the Cap- 
tain to an orderly. Hardly had they moved 
to retreat, when a shell tore off the head of 
tbe horse, instantly killing the orderly. 
While all were thus prostrate, and tbe Captain 
seemed to be dead, a rebel approached, and 
waB in the act of stealing his watch. Sum- 
moning sufficient strength, he killed the rob- 
ber with his pistol. Our men rescued him, 
finding on one side the faithful orderly, on 
the other the rebel thief. Taken to the 3d 
corps hospital, near Gettysburg^be survived 
eight days.

Cincinnati, July 20, 10 P. M. 

Morgan, with about a thousand men, has 
been turned back. He was moving this 
morning toward Gallipolis, cloiely followoi 
by our forces, squads of hie men being picked 
up hourly. A despatch from Columbus to the 
Commercial says that after the fight at Buf- 
fington the rebels moved up the river to 
Bcallville, ahead of the gunboits, where they 
procured flat-boats, by means of which 300 
made their escape to the Virginia shore 
just as the gunboats hove in sight. The re- 
mainder, on the Ohio shore, were attacked by 
our forces and scattered. Our men continued 
pickiDg thera up until only about 1,500 
were left, who finally succeeded in breaking 
our lines, and pushed back in the direction of 
Buffington. 

At nine o'clock this morning they passed 
through Hartisonville, ten miles northeast of 
Pomeroy, apparently exhausted with fatigue. 

Cincinnati, July 20. 

There have been heavy showers here this 
afternoon. 



A report was current in Maysville ) 
Kentucky, last Thursday, that Poplar Plains 
hr.d been captured by three hundred rebels 
under Peter Everett. The truth is that half a 
dozen horse-thieves entered the place, and 
proclaimed that they were the advance of a 
force three hundred strong. They succeeded 
in getting a few horses. It is not believed 
that any laree force is near the Plains. 



General Bowcn, of Missouri, who was 
captured, at Vicksburg, it is sail, had been 
enptured before and paroled, and that he had 
again taken up arms without being properly 
exchanged. The Illinois Journal is informed 
by an officer that he was not paroled with the 
rest at Vickeburg, but that he is held for an 
investigation of his case. 



Brigadier-General Martin Green, a cit- 
izen of Northern Missouri, and a brother of 
ex-Senator Green, of that State, who violated 
his parole some months since, is reported lo 
have been killed in the trenches at Vicksburg 
during the recent 3iege of that place.

An attack was hourly expected at 
Helena, Arkansas, at latest advices (the 18th 
inst.), and large reinforcements have been 
sent from Memphis to that place. They un- 
doubtedly arrived in time to be of signal ser- 
vice. 

Fight Bktwikn Colonel Moore and John 
Morgan. — Too much praise cannot be ascrib- 
ed to the gallant Col. Moore aud his noble 
men for their meritorious conduct in this fight. 
Morgan had ten men to our one, and yet was 
defeated with heavy loss. We give below 
Col. Moore's official report of the battle: 

Headquarters 25th Mich, Inf'y, ) 
Battle-field of Tebu's Bksd, > 
Grkkn River, Kt., July 4, '63. J 
Colonel: I have the honor ti report that I 
have had a fight with the rebei Genera!, John 
Morgan. 

I did not move my command from where it 
was encamped, on the north side of the river, 
until Morgan's advance had entered Colum- 
bia. I then moved forward to occupy the 
ground which I had previously selected, and 
bad the night before prepared for the fight, 
which was one and a half miles in advance on 
the Columbia road, south side of the river. I 
did cot at any time- occupy the stockade, 
which was far in my rear, but gave battle on 
the Darrows tntering the bend. 

1 engaged the enemy's force this morning at 
3% o'clock; early iu tbe engagement he open- 
ed on our breatworks with a battery, aud al- 
ter firing a shot, disabliug two of my men, he 
sent a flag of truce with the fjl'.owing des- 
patch : 

HEA!>gt ABTERS Morgan's Division, ) 
In Field in Front Gueen Hiver Stoceade, !• 
July 4th, 1803. J 
To the Officer Commanding the Federal Forces 
at Stockade near Green River Bridge, Ky. : 

Sir: In the name of the Confederate Stetel 
government, I demand an immediate and un- 
conditional surrender of the entire force under 
your command, together with the stockade. 

1 am, very respectfully, sir, 

(Signed) JOHN H. MORGAN, 

Comd'g Divis'n Cav. C. S. A. 
I sent a reply to Gen. John Morgan that 
the Fourth day of July was no day for me to en- 
tertain such a proposition. After receiving 
tbe reply he opened fire with his artillery and 
muf ketry. My force, which occupied the open 
field, were withdrawn to the woods where 
i hey engaged the enemy with a determina- 
tion not to be defeated. The battle raged for 
three and a half hours when the enemy 
retreated with a loss of over fifty (50) killed 
and two hundred (200) wounded. Among 
the killed were Colonel Chenault, Major 
Brent, another major and five (5) ciptains 
end six (0) lieutenants as near as cau ba esti- 
mated. 

The conflict was fierce and bloody. At 
times the enemy occupied one side of the 
fallen timber while my men held the 
other in almost a hand to hand - fight. The 
enemy's force consisted of the greater part of 
Morgan's division. My force was a fraction 
of my regiment, consisting of two hundred 
(200) men, who fought gallantly. I caunot 
say too much in their praise. 

Our loss was six (6) killed and twenty-three 
(23) wounded. 

After tbe battle I received, under a flag of 
truce, a dispatch asking permission to bury 
their dead, which request I granted, proposing 
to deliver them in Iront of our lines. 

The detachment of forty men, under com- 
mand of Lieut. M. A. Hogan, 8th Micbigi 
Infantry, held the river at the ford, near 
bridge, and repulsed a cavalry charge made 
by tne enemy in a very creditable and gallant 
manner. 

The gallantry of my officers and men in the 
action was such that I cannot individualize;

EXTRACT. 

I. The necessity which called forth the 
"Legion of Defence" having to a great extent 
ceased to exist, the patriotic citizens who com- 
pose the organization are hereby released from 
all drill duty until further orders. 

II. Officers commanding regiments of tbe 
"Legion of Defence" will turn over to Capt. 
H. 6. Grant, Assistant Inspector-General, all 
arms, equipments, and ammunition heretofore 
issued to them, except tbe commanding officer 
of the 5th regiment, who is permitted to re- 
tain those arms, kc, issued to the "National 
Guard" Battalion. 

III. The organization has been so far per- 
fected that it can be kept up, and, in case of 
need, the commandants of regiments will be 
duly notified, and will be expected to report 
with their respective commands. 

IV. It gives the General commanding pleas- 
ure to thank the brave and loyal citizens for 
the prompt manner with which they enrolled 
themselves and the cheerfulness they have ex- 
hibited whilst undergoing tbe fatigue of drill. 

V. Those officers who have not yet com- 
pleted the rolls of delinquents in their re- 
spective wards and districts will do so at once, 
and report to Col. Mare Mundy, Military Com- 
mandant, the names of all those who neglected 
or refused to come forward and enroll their 
names and take up arms for the defence of 
their property and their firesides against the 
recent threatened invasion of the city. 

i VI. Col. Mundy will have these delinquent 
rolls properly recorded and filed away for 
convenient reference and for making details 
when tbe work of constructing the defences 
of the city is commenced.

The Editor of the Democrat, in his issue of 
the 14th, insinuate, 0 :i I arre-ied Mr. Woke 
because I am a Mallory man, and tries to get 
up the impression that it was done to get Mr. 
Wolfe out of the way. 

Now the E iior is very much raistAk?n in 
this, for I have revr thought that Mr. Wolre 
was at all in Mr. Mallory's way, nor have I 
seen any one else who though so, and any 
man of common sense and acquainted witn 
the District knows that Mr. Wolfe is not go 
strong as any other man who po3sib'y couli 
have been presented as Mr. Mallory's oppo- 
nent, on acconntof the ercat prejudice exist- 
ing in the minds ot the Southern rights men 
against him, and if I had considered Mr. Mal- 
loi y's interests and let that coutrol ms, I 
should not. have arrested Mr. Wolfe. 

The Editor nsks why 1 did not arrest Mr. 
Mallory for the strong language used in his 
speeches in Owen in condemnation of the un- 
constitutional acts of the administration I 
win answer that I am not authorized to arrest 
men for such an oflence, if offence it be, and I 
know of no one who has been arrestsd on such 
a charge. 

Mr. Mallory did condemn in strong lan- 
guage what he conceived to be faults in the. 
acls of the Administration, but, after show- 
ing their unconstitutionality, he told the peo- 
p'e that recession or revolution was not the 
proper way to get rid of these evils, that there 
had been bad laws enacted before, and the 
ballot-box was appealed to to remedy them, 
and that was tbe proper course now. He did 
not tell them that he was opposed to a restora- 
tion of the Union, that he preferred secession 
because it was not restored just as' he thought 
it ought to be restored, nor did he say that our 
gallant soldiers, who are fighting the battles 
of their country and struggling to save the 
government left us by our forefathers, were 
engaged in a John Brown raid on Southern 
institutions. 

But he said he was for paying these soldiers 
and feeding them and reinforcing them. 

He further said tha.t notwithstanding the 
radical measures adopted by the Government 
he was for prosecuting the "war until the rebel- 
lion was subdued, and for the repeal of all the 
unconstitutional acts of the party in power as 
soon as a conservative Congress could be 
elected. 

He also showed the people that all these un- 
constitutional acts, as well as the war itsalf, 
were the (ruits of secession: that if the mem- 
bers of Congress had remained in their seats, 
and their States not seceded, the radicals would 
have had no power to injure Southern institu- 
tions; but secession bad given them an oppor- 
tunity to attack slavery which they would 
not otherwise have had. 

I will further say, that Mr. Mallory's 
speeches were patriotic, and calculated to al- 
lay the prejudices of the people and cause 
tbem to reflect on the great evils of rebellion 
aDd secession. 

They were not an appeal to their prejudices 
and passions, but to their judgment and com- 
mon sense. Now if these reasons will not 
satisfy the Editor I will give him another, and 
that is, that I had not been appointed Provost 
Mnrsbal at the time that Mr Mallory made 
the speeches in Owen that I heard. 1 suppose 
this will be enough. 

The Editor says the charges made against 
Mr. Wolfe are false, because he served with 
him in the Legislature, and has heard him 
speak since, and there was nothing disloyal in 
.anything that he did or said there. But the 
Kditor knows that it will not do to judge a 
man that. way. He must recollect that he and 
bis crew have since that time concluded to 
build up a new party, or at any rate they 
have changed their party, and are now at work 
trying to accommodate themselves to their 
new positions, and trying to clear up old pre- 
judices and get iheir new allies to take them 
in and give them places (and chief places, too, 
they want); and he must recollect where the 
speech was made. It was not in Louisville, 
but in Owen. 

If the Editor was told that Mr. Wolfe taught 
the docttine of paramount allegiance to the 
State and Dot to the Federal government, and 
said that Senator G rover and Representative 
Burns were right in the course they took in 
the Legislature, and he ( Wolfe) was wrong, 
that he was now a convert to the views of 
these politicians, and that he had been blind 
bat now saw just as they did, he would say it 
was not true. Yet no portion of Mr. Wolfe's 
speech is so clearly remembered as this by all 
who heard it. 

Now the Editor said some time since that 
disloyal persons should not be allowed to 
stand for office in Kentucky; did he say this 
to drive all the original Southern Rights m-.a 
from the track in order that he and h's cii'i 
might step forth as the candidates of the "Na- 
tional" Domocracy and then throw out such 
bait as they judge will catch the votes of the 
Southern Rights party and thus in tnis unfair 
way make themselves the leaders of that party ? 

The Editor says that, at the outset of these 
troubles, I was a Knight of the Golden Circle, 
or that it was so reported. The Editor is 
mistaken; there i3 no 3uch common report in 
('wen or elsewhere; no one ever charged this 
upon me, and no one well acquainted with me 
would believe such a charge if made, and so 
far as such a society is concerned I do not 
know of its existence except from common 
rumor. 

He says also that it is a common rurair 
that 1 was a secessionist at the beginning of 
the war. In this the Editor is not so far 
wrong. I was charged with this, but it was 
because I thought the Government should 
he ve made greater e'Jorts than it did to pre- 
vent the war. I thought I saw the great evils 
which would result from it, and I expressed 
myself as strongly opposed io the course then 
pursued, but 1 did not justify secession, nor 
the acts of the leaders in it, but always said 
that it was a remedy for no evil. Further, I 
felt strongly lor the masses of the people 
South, knowing the burdens of the war would 
fall teaviest on them, and besides I believed 
that the leaders of the rebellion werecontrollel 
by the principles which they set forth, that they 
were in tamest about what they claimed 
as States rights. I thought they were mista- 
ken, but in earnest and contending fjr princi- 
ple; but when tbey invaded Kentucky I saw 
they cared nothing for States rights, but were 
willing to trampie them down (although they 
knew Kentucky hod been their friend and had 
sent them, up In that time, three recruila wnere 
one had.Lcen raised for the Federal Govern- 
ment), and that they were anxioU3 to force the 
State out of the L'nion, thus violating the 
very j rlncrpla which they pretended to hold 
dear and for which they said they were fight- 
ing. AEd, further, when I saw that the time 
had come when every Kentuckian must lay 
aside neutrality and take sides in the struggle, 
I did not hesitate, but took sides with the Fed- 
eral Government, and have maintained it ever 
since. 

And in proof of my sincerity and disin- 
tenstedr.ess I was told by my patrons in Owen 
that, if I persisted in such a course, I would 
lose my business (and I had at that time the 
beet of any man of the medical profession in 
tbe county), aud knew that such would be the 
«"ase. I told them that if I was certain that f 
would never receive another professional call 
in the county, I should continue to condemn 
tbe rebellion, and the result was, that I lost 
three-fourths of my practice, when I could 
have retained it, and added to it, if 1 had 
taken sides with the rebellion. 

So it will be seen that if sympathy with the 
Southern people and opposition to a civil war 
(without endorsing the doctrine of secession- 
ists proper) makes a man a secessionist, I 
might have, been charged with it in the begin- 
ning of the war. But it should never be 
charged against me that, after holding an hon- 
ored place in the Union party of Kentucky, 
and failing office? of trust, like Mr. Harney, I 
deserted that party because I could not get a 
coveted nomination foroffice, and then, by un* 
fair means, attempt to make myself a leader im 
the opposite party, a party which I had abused 
and whose leaders 1 had stigmatized as disloy- 
al, and said they should not be allowed to stand 
for office in the State. And this he said of 
those who met last winter in Frankfort to 
bold what he woulJ, now that be is a member 
of the party, call a convention of N'atioual Dem- 
ocrats, the real patriots of Kentucky. 

Finally, I will say that I have never voted 
other than the Union ticket.

Tub Iscid.nts or Wakfam — While the 
public attention has been anxiously directed 
to the result of onr military operations at 
Vicksburg and 1'ort Hudson, the incidents of 
which src full of lessuna demonstrating the 
necessity of rather than assault, it will 
not be ma! aprrpos to review some of the 
truths of the hhrtory of war. The career of 
Prince Eugene of Si".voy, the most daring, im- 
petuous, and accomplished General of the 
eighteenth century, furnishes many Instances 
of successful assault, combiued with maay 
victories won l)v ittiog fighting upon the 
strategy of the famous English General, the 
Duke of Marlborough. From the accepted 
record of that famous war against the en- 
croachments of France it is proven, without a 
doubt, that strategy and daring go hand in 
hand with success. 

Prince Eugene was the youngest son of the 
famous Countesse of Loissons, who was the 
niece of Cardinal M*zarin. Olympia Marcini 
married the Count of Loissons under the am- 
bitious auspices of her uncle, the Cardinal, 
and, a'rtbotigh beloved by Louts XIV., came to 
grief through the jealous influence of M'lle 
La Velliere and the Duchesse de Monte3pan. 
She dabbled in astrology and necromancy to 
such an extent, that, inheriting the suspicion 
of roisoning, she fled to Brussels for safety 
f oni the fury of the mob. Prince Eugene is 
said to have grown up without care, wa.3sm.all 
in stature, weakly, and hump-backed, but 
with fine eyes. He was intended for the 
priesthood, hut rebelling against such a pro- 
fession, tendered his military services to the 
King, who scornfully rejected them. He then 
took service with the Emperor of Austria, and 
distinguished himself at the capture of Bel- 
grade, having won his way fron a captaincy 
of dragoons, at the age of 19, to a Colonel at 
20, and a Liculenant-General at the age of 25. 
HU military scholarship was taken with the 
great Sobieski, King ot Poland, the Duke of 
Lorraine, Maximilian, the elector of Bavaria, 
and the Margrave, Louis of Baden. His first 
command was at the battle of Zenta with the 
Tui k.=, where lie wasgeneral-in-chief. On the 
evening of September 11th, 1C97, while cross- 
ing the river Tbiess, he received a scaled let- 
ter from the llmperor commanding him not to 
give battle. Divining its contents, he returned 
it unopened to its bearer, and at once made the 
attack upon the formidable intrenchments of 
the Sultan. His troops succeeded in storming 
the works cn all sides, and piercing through 
the rear cut off all retreat. The carnage was 
awful. Scarcely 1,000 Turks escaped by swim- 
ming— 20,000 were cut to pieces, and 10,000 
drowned. Seven harsetails, 423 standards, the 
aral of the empire, 500 kettle-drums of silver, 
the Sultan's carriage, the women of the ha- 
rem, and 3,000,000 crowns, formed a portion 
of the immense booty. Had he obeyed the 
order of the Emperor, and forborne the attack, j 
the famous peace of Carlowi'.z might never 
have been made. 

On May 15th, 1702, the declaration of war 
took place against France, at London, the 
Hague and Vienna; and Marlborough, in 1703, 
succeeded in wresting all the strongholds in 
the Spanish Netherlands from the French. In j 
the campaign of 1704 Prince Eugene and Marl- 
borough joined forces and commands, and ; 
through the different qualities of both, each in 
a separate sphere, made renown and success [ 
beyond parallel. Marlborough's strategic ma- j 
coeuvres were triumphantly carried into effect 
by Prince Engene. The victory of the Schel- 
ienbtrg, at Blenheim, cost the French 40,00) 
men, and destroyed at a blow the prestige of 
the French army. 

In the campaign of 1705, Marlborough and 
Prince Eugene had separate commands, and it 
was not, for that reason, as brilliant as the I 
first. The French, under Vendome, laid siege j 
to Turin, which city was regularly fortified, j 
Venus, commanding the navigation of the 
Po, an outwork of Turin, was taken, a/t'.r a 
lovj siege, by Vendome, who lost in the en- 
deavor 18,000 men. Turin was invested by 
80,000 French, under La Feuillade, with im- 
mense meguzincs at convenient points. The 
extent of circumvallation enclosed a tract of 
thirl;/ milei. The Duke of Orleans opposed so 
vast a circuit of intrenchments, but was over- 
ruled in a council of war. Prince Eugene 
hastened to the rescue of the beleaguered 
city, succeeding in marching two hundred 
miles in thirty-four days, between strong- 
holds of the enemy, crossed four navigable 
rivers, jassed defiles, canals, and the oount- 
le«s rivulets which descend from the Alps to 
the river Po, suffering terribly from the in- 
tense drought and want of provisions. 

With but ?.0,000 men, he attacked the line 
of circumvalliition at a point where the ene- 
my was exposed by a flank march, carried 
their iutrtnchnients, routing them entirely, 
with the loss of all their siege artillery, am- 
munition, and baggage. The Freuch lost 
8,000 men, and the allied army 3,000. The 
Prince entered Turin in triumph, hailed as 
the liberator and savior of that city. 

Toulon was besieged by the allies, but, ow- 
ing to some contentions among themselves, 
the siege was abandoned as impracticable, 
with a loss of 13,000 men by sickness and de- 
sertion. In 17o8, the victory of Oudewarde 
was won, through the strategy of Marl- 
borough and the dash of Prince Eugene. The 
French lost 6,000 killed and wounded and 
8 0QJ prisoners, while the allies lost but 3,000 
in killed aad wounded. 

Lille, the capital of French Flanders, was 
next besieged, having been fortified by Van- 
ban, nnd was considered impregnable. The 
skilful co-operation of Eugene and Marlbor- 
ough overcame all difficulties; but it only 
capitulated after four months incessant fight- 
ing, both by night and day. Every inch of 
giound cost a deluge of blood, and the resist- 
ance was heroic. In 1712, Marlborough and 
Eugene attacked the French, under Viliars, at 
Maiploquet, regularly intrenched, with two 
lir.es of earthworks, fascines, and barricades 
ot trees. They found it impossible to drive 
Viliars out of his last intrenchment after fight- 
ing incessantly all day. 

The Prince of Orange, by his inordinate 
valor lost 2.000 infantry and fire general of- 
ficers at one discbarge from the French works. 
Viliars was shot in the knee, fainted, and was 
carried from the field. The redaus were car- 
ried by Lord Orkney turning the batteries on 
tie French, whose centre was at last broken 
by the horse of Prince Eugene. The French 
retreated in good order, the allies being too 
fHtieued to pursue. The allied lojs was 20,000, 
of whom 11,000 were Dutch— the French loss 
amounting to 14,000. This war lasted four- 
teen yean, and was at last settled upon the 
very terras which were offered at the com- 
mencement of hostilities. Subsequently Prince 
Eugene with only 40,000 men fought 200,000 
Turks, who had besieged him at Belgrade. 
He stormed the works of the Mahommedans 
with such irresistible impetuosity that the 
Turks fled in terror and disorder, trampling 
each other to death in their confusion. 

The moral taught by a review of these 
truths in the history of warfare is simply that 
it requires a combisuition of talent to lead 
armies to victory. Strategy and phnning 
need dash, elan, sprit, daring, and impetuosity 
to insure success. No one doubts that Hooker, 
for example, has especial abilities in the way of 
hard-fighting, courage, and spirit, in command 
of a brigade or division, but he is sadly in 
fault as a military director. Numbers with- 
out a general are merely food for the enemy 
to prey upon; and war can never be success- 
fully carried on by large armies badly com- 
manded. 

Vicksburg and Port Hudson evidence the 
difficulties of assault aud the merits of a regu- 
lar seige. Assault endangers life without an 
approximate benefit, while siege demonstrates 
that regular fortified p'.ace", protected by all 
the art which engineering teaches, can only 
be reduced by parallels and the comparative 
safety which these works afford the lives of 
the soldiery engaged.

British Ministerial Defbat — The Phila- 
delphia Press says the Palnierston Ministry 
is under a clou f, Having sustained a great 
defeat in the House of Commons — a defeat, 
too, in which, with the stupid blundering 
for which the Whigs are notorious, they have 
managed to involve Queen Victoria, personal- 
ly. A 1 present, we know nothing more of the 
details ot this event than has reached us by 
the telegram from Cape Race— namely, that 
this de*eat has taken place — but we wene al- 
ready cware of the previous fact", the narra- 
tion of which may "adorn a tale," even if 
they o-nnot "point a moral." The Crystal 
Palace of 1851. Paxton's dream of glass and 
iron realized by the magic of money, was not 
allow«d to remain on the site in Hyde Park 
where it bad been erected, but was torn down, 
and the present Crystal Palace at Sydenham 
(in Kent, yet still a suburb of London), partly 
constructed out of its materials. Tea years 
later, it was resolved to have a second World's 
Fair, in London, on a far larger scale than the 
first, and the site chosen was soin? hnd con- 
venient to South Kensington and Brompton, 
which the Commissioners of 1851 had pur- 
chased out of the profits of the first World's 
Fair. Ou the second occasion, the talents ot 
Paxton were dispensed with. He had offered 
his cousel, but it was .refused, and every reg- 
ular architect was snubbed. The late Prince 
Albert, head of both Commissions, ruled eve- 
rything, and ft was agreed, on his suggestion, 
that the plan of one Capt. Fowke, a naval of- 
ficer, who had set up as amateur architect, 
should be accepted. This plan was very sim- 
ple, merely to build a huge barn of brick, iron, 
and wood, without much glass. Kventually, 
two immense domes, like gigantic pepper-cas- 
tors, were added to give dignity and grandeur 
to the barn. It is but just to the memory of 
Prince Albert to say that the domes were add- 
ed, after his unexpected death, in December, 
1861. He would scarcely have accepted these 
monstrosities, though he did accept Captain 
Fowke's barn. 

The execution of this palace (!) in which 
vast size was to stand as the equivalent for 
grace and grandeur, was given to contract- 
ors, who coutrived to obtain an agreement 
from the Exhibition Commissioners by which, 
at any rate, a great profit would accrue to 
them, wl ile, should the Government finally 
purchase the building — which Punch laughed 
at as Fowkes' "Dulce Domum" — this profit 
would be doubled. The contractor.', agree- 
ment, in a word, much resembled the smart 
schoolboy who would make a wager with 
one of his desk-mates on the safe terms of 
"Heads, I win; tails, you lose." 

The building was erected, filled, opened, 
and — very much ridiculed in prose and verse, 
by pencil as well as by pen. Its only merits 
were — it was extensive and lofty. It held a 
great many exhibited objects, and there was 
annexed to it (all that the first World's Fair 
wanted to make it perfect) a large picture 
gallery, in which British anil foreign art was 
well represented. On the whole, however, 
the second World's Fair of London was not 
very successful, and it is doubtful whether a 
third will follow, at the same decennial inter- 
vul as before. 

The exhibition closed, public opinion loudly 
declared in favor of the immediate removal of 
Fowke's Folly. The building was cleared 
out in November, but not a brick has been re- 
moved. The Commissioners and the contract- 
ors were wiser in their generation than that, 
and proposed to the Government to purchase 
the building as it stands, with a few acres of 
land, its site and surrounding. The press, 
with the public, laughed at this proposal, 
which Premier Palmerston ^tnd Financier 
Gladstone also smiled at at first; but, though 
newspapers and newspaper readers have gen- 
erally continued to the bad taste, as well as 
the great cost, of perpetuating the ugliest pub- 
lic building in Europe, Palmerston and Glad- 
stone have "turned their backs on them- 
selves" (as Lord Castlereagh used to say, with 
his Malnprop nonchalance), and have lately 
appeared in Parliament as advocates of this 
very scheme. 

Queen Victoria, whom the Times has signifi- 
cantly berated of late for neglecting her pub- 
lic duties since her husband's death, has a rev- 
erence for Fowke's endomed barn, simply be- 
cause Prince Albert approved of the original 
plans, though he never saw even the com- 
mencement of their execution. Because he 
had a hand in it, the widowed Queen took up 
and patronized the idea of making the people 
of England pay a vast amount for its perpetu- 
ation. As the time drew near when a money- 
vote for this amount was to be presented to the 
House of Commons, for the purchase of the 
new "house that Jack built," Palmerston 
clearly saw breakers ahead. Pe:haps he inti- 
mated as much to the Queen, who, whether he 
did or not, took an unequivocal mode of show- 
ing her feeling in the matter. 

On the 10th of June, the Memorial of the 
Great Exhibition of 1S51 (a granite monu- 
ment, on the summit of which is placed a co- 
lossal bronze statue of the late Priuue Albert) 
was first displayed to publie gaze, in the pres- 
ence of the Prince of Wales, his wife, ands-T- 
eial other Hiembers of his family. It stands in 
the Horticultural Society's gardens, South 
Kensington. On the preceding day, it had 
been privately shown to Qieen Victoria, who 
whs thereby much affected, but— excellent 
wtman of business that she is! — immediately 
thereafter paid a visit to Fowke's Exhibition 
barn, and pronounced decidedly in favor of the 
purchase of the building by the nation. 

This opinion found its way into the news- 
papers of course, and had a .emporary effect. 
A few days aftcfTalmerston proposed that ths 
Exhibition land and barn be purchased by the 
State (out of the people's money), alleging 
that it would answer nicely for a portrait gal- 
leiy, for a patent office, and for a menagerie 
of stuffed Bj • tta 1 at the tri- 

fling sum of £484,000 \ouly $2,420,000), with 
the extra annual expeuse of keeping it in re- 
pair, and declared that a little stucco would 
give a respectable appearance to the naked 
bricks. On the first vote, the cost of buyiog 
the land for £120,000 (equal to $000,000) was 
cf rricd by a majority of 132, in a Hou3eof 
402 members, which shows how much "whip- 
ping" had been employed to gather in votes. 
Gladstone, with great casuistry, defended the 
scheme — he is a rising man, and would not 
stand in his own light by opposing the Queen's 
desire. It was hinted that she was very anx- 
ious on the point. The vote for providing 
money to buy the Exhibition building was 
postponed for a week, but Lord Palmerston 
did "shew 1 on the appointed day, which was 
therefore put off until July 2. 

Meanwhile, the London press, with few ex- 
ceptions, commented very unfavorably ou the 
whole affair, pronouncing it a job to put mo- 
ney into the purse of some interested parties, 
and also to humor a sickly fancy of the Quoon 
at the expense of the people. Punch, which 
fortunately appeared the very day before the 
vote for purchasing the building was to be dis- 
cussed, gave a cartoon, by Tenniel, the artist, 
entitled, "Putting a good face on it," aud show- 
ing Palmerston as a plasterer, mounted alo\ 
and dabbing trowelsf'ul of stucco on tho Exhi- 
bition building (the cost of the stucco being 
marked £484,000), while, with his usual cool- 
ness, he says, ' Lor bless you I a little bit o' 
stneco will make it perfect." 

The day after this hit appeared, Palmerston 
mcved, in the House of Commons, that the 
nation should purchase the Exhibition barn, 
and "was defeated by an immense majority." 
Somebody else was thereby defeated also — 
and that somebody i3 Queen Victoria.
